48  carcases  of  cattle,  bO  of  calves,  191  of  pigs  and  234  of  sheep 
and  lambs  were  inspected.  No  Tuberculosis  was  found. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  County  Council  took  12  samples  for  analyses  of  various  Foods 
and  Drugs  including  6  samples  of  milk0  All  showed  a  satisfactory 
^standard. 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES . 

There  were  4  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified.  Scarlet 
Fever  3,  Non-Putmonary  Tuberculosis  1. 

From  the  Schools  were  notified  34  cases  of  Influenza  and  colds, 
Mumps  2,  Whooping  Cough  2,  Chicken  Pox  13,  German  Measles  1,  Impetigo 
6,  and  Scabies  3. 

No  artificial  immunization  was  provided  against  Diphtheria  and 
no  Measles  serum  was  used.  Existing  facilities  for  the  typing  of 
pneumococci  are  present  in  the  County  Laboratory,, 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  THE  YEAR  1939. 

Only  3  cases  of  Notifiable  Disease  were  received.  All  of  these 
were  Scarlet  Fever,  they  were  all  admitted  to  hospital  and  there 
were  no  deaths.

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  Regulations ,  1925,  or  Section  172  of  the  P.H.A. ,  1936. 

NEW  CASES  AND  MORTALITY  DURING  1939. 

Only  one  new  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  a  female  aged 
33,  she  was  Non-Pulmonary.  One  death  occurred,  a  male  aged  25, 
he  was  Pulmonary. 

The  Notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Area  is  very  satisfactory. 
The  patient  who  died  had  been  notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

182  Inspections  were  made  of  Factories  and  Workshops.  No  Written 
Notices  were  served. 

PORT  HEALTH. 

No  Infectious  Disease  was  found  during  Inspection  of  Ships,  and 
no  Notices  were  served  as  regards  defects.  No  rats  were  destroyed 
and  the  water  supply  and  sanitation  are  the  same  a,s  described  in 
former  Reports. 
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
